It Came Last Night and It Blight- 


ed Corn, Potatoes, Fruit 


and Vegetation. 


3'rom Tuesday's Dally. 


The expected frost of a killing nature 


came last night, and its blighting effects 
wore easily observed this morning in the 
fields and in the city. Everywhere Jack 
Frost wherever there was anything to 
wilt or kill got in his work, and to-day 
speculations are rife us 'to the general 
result. 


Corn in the fields stood up proudly 


and buoyantly yesterday, and the spring 
wind rustled tho tender young blades. 
To-day corn is laid low, potatoes were 
killed, grape vints 
aro ruined and 


peaches and cherries will be abort. Corn 
wall advanced will probably come out 
protty well and apples will yield reason- 
ably well. 


James Millikin believes that groat 


damage has been done, but thinks that 
tho corn will como out well. However, 
there is plenty of time yet to replant 
and got a big crop. 


John Fulmar of Christian county, who 


was in Dccatui to-day. Ho stated that 
tho corn and potatoes in his section are 
blighted and that fruit generally is 
ruined. 


Steward W. C. Burley, of tho county 


poor farm, states that frost was out his 
way and got in its deadly work. 


Anton Petzer, of the northoaat part of 


tho county, reports a heav> frost in his 
section, with wido spread damage. 


E. A. Guelman believes that apples 


will turn out fairly well, but that tho 
poaches and cherries are gone. 


Frost EC'ects. 


ANNA, III., May 14.—A heavy froat fell 


throughout this fruit.and vegetable belt 
last night and wrought much damage. 
Blackberries, beans, cucumbers, toma- 
toes and melons sill suffered. 
The frost 


Boomed to fall in streaks without regard 
to elevation, Tho crops of some growers 
aro practically ruined, while others 03 
capod almost unharmed. Tho damage, 
however, will amount to many thous- 
ands. Tho weather is warmer to-night. 


CEKTUALIA, 111., May 
14.—A 
very 


heavy frost fell here last night, doing 
much damage tn fruit and vegetables. 
This being the heart of tJO strawberry 
region, there ij much speculation HS to 
tho result. No one disputes that the 
borry crop has boon injured—probably 
one-third. Tho apples were ciinght for 
about tho Bdtno ratio. 
Grapes, plums 


and poars mo practically all 
killed. 


Beans and tomatoes were also killed, 
and will huvo to bo reset. 
Apples and 


strawberries lire tho principal crop for 
this section.

Mrs. John A. Logan was before the 
ommittee on Federal Relations at 
pringfield this week, presenting evi- 
ence of the claim which she has for the 
rvices of General Logan, along with 
'. W. Wilshire and J. II. Hitt, for fees 
r presenting and passing the claim of 
he state for the repayment of $800,000 
! direct tax which the state paid during 
10 war. Owing to the fact that the 
iroct tax was not paid by all the states, 
was claimed that Congress ought to 


ofund it. By our United States consti- 
ution, all direct taxes must be levied— 
nd paid, presumably—in proportion to 
xipulation. A direct tax of something 
ke n dollar a head was levied on the 
ate by Congress during the war, and 
B,a paid by nearly all the loyal states, 
nd by none of too states in rebellion, ei- 
ept some lands in Virginia were levied 
n and sold for the tax, and perhaps in 
ome of the borders where there was 
'ational authority. It was claimed that 
iving to the fact that the tax had not 
een paid in proportion to population, 
should be refunded. 
This was an 


clive question before congress for many 
oars. Finally during Harrison's admin- 
itration, congress passed the act and 
aid back to the paying states about 
26,000,000, 
Illinois getting 8800,000, 


which was voted by the legislature to 
10 State Board of Agriculture to make 
loir exhibit at the World's Fair, which 
nat board proceeded to spend with 
avish hand, and not much of it was loft 
ftor the fair, 
Mrs. Logan's claim is based upon ser 
ice of Gen. Logan as attorney for tho 
of uncling in 1877 and 1878, while he was 
ot a senator. 
Tho committee recom- 


lended its payment.

DIED IN THE POOH HOUSE. 


Dwight Hitchcock, Who Led in 


Building the Old Paris and 


Decatur Boad. 


AKCOLA, 111., May 10.—Dwight Hitch- 


cock, who died in tho Cook County 
almshouse, at Chicago, was among the 
earliest settlers in this city, having come 
here from Chebanse, III., in 1858. For a 
number ol years he conducted a small 
hard ware store in this city and did a fair 
business. After the town was organized 
he was elected mayor, and from this posi- 
tion sprang into popu'ar favor as a 
shrewd business man and a successful 
financier. Early in the '70s he conceived 
the idea of building a railroad between 
Decatur and Paris. 111., and to do this he 
and several other business men devised 
a plan to bond the different townships 
along the line. The road was completed 
in 1872 and

quarters at Decntur. 
The road wa 


eventually sold to Baring Brothers oi 
London, Hitchcock clearing some 830,- 
000 by the sale. He located in Chicago 
for a time, finally drifting Wast. Mr. 
Hitchcock was an extravagant liver, and 
this, coupled with the fact that he was 
unfortunate in several Western deals, is 
the only cause assigned for the condition 
in which he died. Little has been known 
directly of hie life since he left Decatur, 
though reports of his unfortunate busi- 
ness tranaactioos have been repeatedly 
given. Ho was hold in the highest es- 
teem by toe citizens of Arcola. who learn 
of his death with much regret. 


Mr. Hitchcock had about S3 in money 


when he died. He was known to many 
in Decatur, and by all who were con- 
nected with building the old Paris & 
Decatur road, now a part of the Peoria 
and Terre Haute division of the Van- 
dalia system. 


ADVANCE IN SUGAH. 


Wholesalers Will Heap a Heavy 


Profit in the Product. 


The price of sugar hns advanced 58 


cents per 100 pounds since Monday. 
This big rise, which amounts to SI.75 to 
S2.00per barrel, is caused by scarcity of 
sugar in the west, and a sudden big de- 
mand for it in anticipation of a heavy 
fruit crop. The sugar trust, too, hns 
been running at only one-third of its 
capacity, and it is now running at full 
capacity. Wholesalers nnd jobbers get 
the benefit of the advance, for their 
orders had already been given, and the 
sugar is now being delivered. Yester- 
day one firm had 5,000 barrels on the 
way, and another 2,500. A further ad- 
vance is expected, Few people are 
aware of the enormous amount of the 
trade in sugar. A gentleman who is in 
a position to know says the sales of 
sugar constitute one-third of all the 
sales made by local wholesalers and 
jobbers, and every day there is an aver- 
age of livo cure of augur en route to 
this city.

Will Free Coinage Bring Parity r 


Prof. Felmley, of the Normal Univer- 
ity, has published some articles in.the 
Jloomington Pantagraph in defense of 
he free coinage of silver. The follow- 
ng communication published iu the 
ame paper Saturday will give the Pro- 
essor some trouble if it does not com- 
pletely upset all his theories: 


Honest men on either side cf this 


silver question sometimes make false or 
misleading statements without meaning 
to do so. Such a misleading statement, 
made by an opponent oE freo coinage, 
was shown up by Prof. Felmley, in the 
Pnnturjraph oE to-day. Mr. Felmley, in 
lib brief article this morning, touches 
on a fact in our history on this question 
of bimetallism and free coinage which 
when well understood, ought to be in- 
structive. He says: "Up till 1853 all 
silver pieces less tliun the dollar wero of 
full proportionate weight, und wore full 
legal tender for nu) amount. From 
1S53 till 1873 only tho dollar piecco were 
f u l l legal tender." 


Mr. Felmloy does not state, but leaves 


it to bo inferred, that after 1853 frac- 
tional coins were not of full proportion- 
ate weight. At any rate, that is the 
fact. Thoy were raudo lighter,and have 
ever since been made lighter. Why 
wero thoEo halves, quarters and dimes 
mudo lighter? and why was their legal 
tender qualities, except for email sums, 
taken away? 


The answer is, before this change 


thoso silver coins wero worth more, 
melted up into bullion, than they were 
worth as coins, and therefore silver coulc 
not bn kept in circulation. One thous- 
and silver dollars, either in dollar pieces 
or in small coins, woro worth S1.025, 01 
thereabouts, in gold. Wo could got 
along; and did got 
along, 
without 


silver, dollars, but fractional coins foi 
change were a necessity, and to remedy 
this the smaller coins wore reduced in 
weight so that whon molted up they 
wero worth less than they wero worth as 
coins. And tho result was we had plenty 
of silver change in circulation. And, in 
answer to tho second question, their le- 
gal tender quality for largo sums was 
taken away simply because they were 
nut worth as bullion their face vuluo as 
coins. 


Tho law did whatiteould toinakogold 


and silver circulate together by tixirp 
tho ratio of l(i to 1 and by making gold 
and Bilvcr legal tender for any sura. But 
tho law proved to be, as it always did, n 
dead letter. Did not in tho least do what 
it wus meant to do. Sixteen pounds of 
silver woro commerciully worth more 
than one pound of gold, and silver could 
not bo kept in circulation excepting the 
small pieces, and these only after they 
had beon mndo lighter. All this, I be- 
liovc, is matter of history in our own 
country und in tho lifetime of muny of 
us. 


Prof. Felmley is understood to favor 


free coinngo at the ratio of IB to 1, and 
to beliovo thut after freo coinage shall 
havo boon ell'ectcd on thnt basis gold 
and silver will circulate freely together. 
In 1S5,') ono pound of gold wus commer- 
cially worth fifteen and ono-half pounds 
of silver. Law tried to mako it worth 
sixteen pounds and failed. To-day one 
pound of gold is worth, commercially, 
more than thirty pounds of silver. Thnt 
is to say. on the ratio of 16 to 1, the re- 
lative values of gold and silver uro ten 
times as furjapart us in 1953. Will Prof. 
Felmley kindly explain how law is to 
bridge tho gap when it failed to bridge 
a smaller ono.

The crow also ie 
ot so black as he has been painted by 
10 farmers. The charges against the 
row were that he ato corn and de 
Iroyed the egps of poultry and wild 
irds. Examinations of their stomachs 
lowed they eat noxious insects and 
ther animals, and that, although 25 
er cent of their food isi corn, it is 
iostly waste corn, picked up m the fall 
nd winter. They also eat ants, beetles, 
aterpillBrs, bugs, flies, etc, which do 
much damage. In the case of the king 
urd, killed by tho farmer under the im 
ression that it eat bees,it was found he 
te only drones and robber flies, which 
liemsoves febd on boos, and which de 
troy more bees in one day than the 
mg-bird does in a year The latter 
herefore, is to be encouraged rather 
ban slaughtered. The cuckoos are also 
ound to bo very useful birds in this 
ountry, doing much good in tho de 
truction of insects.

floor near the rear of tho building and 
in five minutes found two others, who 
it is believed cannot recover 
They 


were taken to the hospital 
Search is 


proceeding with all possible haste. 
Wild rumors of fifteen killed are afloat, 
but they cannot be verified 


It is known that natural gas was 


used on the second floor of thp build- 
ing, and as the explosion has every ap- 
pearance of an explosion from that 
source, it is believed to be a natural 
gas explosion. 


Nine persons, all badly burned, have 


already been taken out up to this time, 
all of whom are expected to die 


The bartender, John

CONSTANTINOPLE, May 15.—The com- 


mission which has been investigating 
tho atrocities in Armenia traversed 
the devastated villages and arrived at 
Ghelly-Guzan, where 130 houses were 
found to have been burned. 


Tho people were sheltered in miser- 


able huts, and ample proof was found 
of tho truth of the stories told regard- 
ing tho massacre of Armenians, and 
that their bodies were thrown In large 
numburs into a pit, where the Turks 
endeavored 
to conceal their crime 


by 
pouring barrels 
of 
petroleum 


upon tlio corpses and setting fire to 
the oil, The flames, however, failed 
to consume the mass and a stream was 
dammed ami diverted from its course 
in order to wash away the half-burned 
bodies. But even this failed to ob- 
literate the evidences of the terrible 
violence clone by the Turks, and the 
local authorities were compelled to re- 
move the remains piecemeal. The vil- 
lagers hail removed the bulk of the 
bodies and interred thorn in conse- 
crated ground before tho arrival of the 
commission. 


Two other pits were searched. Ono 


wnssitualed in a rivvinu near Ghelly- 
finnan, and inside it was found a de- 
:apitato'l trunk and other remains. 
But few bodies, however, were found. 
The villagers told the delegates that 
they had removed tho corpses from 
Ibis pit. 
The exhalations from the 


pits were so frightful that the dele- 
gates experienced great troubln in pre- 
vailing upon the laborers to finish 
their horrible task. 


As a result of the investigation and 


the reports of tho delegates of 
the 


powers, the powers have submitted 
notes to the Turkish government, im- 
pressing upon tho porto tho necessity 
of promptly inaugurating a scheme 
for Armenian reforms which should 
include the appointment of Christian 
ofllcials in Armenia, the powers to 
IIBVC tho right to veto the appoint- 
ments of Ihe governors. Tho notes of 
the delegates to the powers do not 
base their suggestions on the Sassoun 
outrages, but on the general unsatis- 
factory condition of Armenia.
